Sweet Potatoes. 


Sweet pf.ratoes should he Ihoroughly 


matured before harvesting, dug while 
Ihe ground Is dry, carefully handled, 
and thoroughly cured by holding them 
at a temperature of SO to S5 degrees 
F., for a week or ten days after har- 
vesting. After this they 
.should he 


stored in a place where the tempera- 
ture remains in the neighborhood of 
55 degrees K Such LI location is usu- 
ally near the furnace in the cellar or 
near the furnace chimney on MIC sec- 
ond door of Mie house. There is little 
merit In wrapping them In paper or 
burying them In sand. Sweot potatoes- 
arc stored in outdoor pits or hunks but 
thjs method is not to be recommended 
except where no other 
facilities are
